Hal asked for a motion to follow the agenda as printed and distributed to each member. 
Said motion was made by Larry Maxton #129. Second by Warren Taylor #175. Passed by 
voice vote. 


Bob Campbell #1178 read the audit report which verified that all receipts and disburse- 
ments during the current fiscal year were accounted for and the financial books of the 


club were in order. 
Hal Leeker then announced the presentations for the 1980 Canvention.

& Spencer, which introduced six 
“county ales from smaller 
breweries like Ruddles of Rut- 
land and Sam Smith's of Tad- 
caster to its stores in Christmas, 
1975, is dropping the runxe. 
From the middle of next month, 
supplies of Country Ditter (ic.

Brewery seeks 
federal loan

Financially troubled Rheingold Brew- 
eries, the nation's 14th largest brewer, 
needs a major federal loan to keep its only 
remaining plant open. company officials 


“Most regional breweries are caught in 
the same squeeze,” said Allan J. Lemditz, 
a senior executive vice president of the 
brewery that distributes only in the north- 
east. 

“The national breweries spend heavily 
on advertsing and the price of beer hasn't 
kept pace with the costs of producing it.” 
be said. 

“We're hanging in there and fighting 
back tenaciously,” Mr Lemditz said. “But 
there's no way of disguising the fact that 
we're in trouble.” 

The company has changed hands twice 
in the past five years Its present owner, 
Chock Full O'Nuts, bought the firm from 
Pepsi Cola Company three years ago. 

eingold's Orange plant is the only 
brewery the company has kept open. A 
Plant in New Bedford, Mass, was shut 
down and the Brooklyn, N.Y, facility 
once the company’s largest brewery, now 
serves as a warehouse and distribution 
center. 

Mr. Lemditz said he did not know ex- 
actly bow much of a loan the company 
Was seeking.
